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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art teaches the apparatus and method for driving the plasma display 
panel comprising the first capacitor and second capacitor coupled to the first voltage and the 
second voltage, respectively; the first capacitor and the second capacitor charged to a third 
voltage and a fourth voltage, respectively; the first rising ramp switch coupled to one terminal of 
the first capacitor, for applying the voltage of the ramp waveform rising with substantially the 
first slope to the scan electrode; the second rising ramp switch coupled to one terminal of the 
second capacitor, for applying the voltage of the ramp waveform rising with substantially the 
second slope to the scan electrodes; the first falling ramp switch for applying the voltage of the 
ramp waveform falling with substantially the third slope to the scan electrodes; and the second 
falling ramp switch coupled between the one terminal of the first falling ramp switch and the 
fifth voltage, for applying the voltage of the ramp waveform falling with substantially the fourth 
slope to the scan electrode.
